The chosen site is a natural amphitheater near the center 
of the village. The building is of brick and masonry con- 
struction, has four large classrooms, principals office, teach- 
ers room and necessary service facilities. The total cost 
of the building is $58,500.

“It is resolved to be the sense of this meeting that each administrative 
office is expected to keep its expenditures within amount voted, except 
where emergencies arise, and to administer their offices according to 
the will of the majority as expressed by the vote of the Town Meet- 
ing.” It was so voted in the affirmative.

It was moved by C. French, seconded by D. Yost, that the ‘Town 
vote to prohibit the careless or indiscriminate use of firearms within 
the compact area of the Town. It was so voted in the affirmative.

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Forest Fire Report 


YOU CAN HELP PREVENT FOREST FIRES 


Twenty-five percent of all forest fires in New Hampshire are caused 
from careless debris burning — brush, paper, leaves, etc. Most of them 
are started without the required permit from the local forest fire 
warden. The cost of extinguishing these fires annually runs into large 
sums of money. 

According to law, responsible parties must pay the cost of putting 
them out. In addition, violators may be subject to court prosecution 
with fines running as high as ($200) two-hundred dollars. 

In the interest of fire prevention why not eliminate burning at 
home? Use your town dump. It has been set up for your personal con- 
venience. It provides a suitable place for the disposal of dangerous 
inflammable waste material and other useless items which accumulate 
around the home and local stores; brush, etc. cut on your property. 
Eliminate the hazard of burning yourself. It will be easier for you — 
personally and financially. 

If, however, you do burn on your premises: 

1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire warden — the law 

requires it. 

2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. Don’t leave it. 

3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leaving it. 


Save yourself much possible difficulty. Use your town dump.

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Future Farmers of America 
Forestry Project Report 


In accordance with an agreement with the Selectmen, and the For- 
estry Committee, of the Town of New Boston, the Piscataquog Chap- 
ter of F.F.A. at the New Boston’ High School herewith presents a 
report of accomplishment for the year 1958: 


We cut nine cords of hardwood in the weeding operation and, with 
what we had on hand, sold ten cords at $18.00 a cord delivered. Our 
income from selling the wood was $180.00. This left us with five cords 
of hardwood and three cords of pine which we have on hand at 
present. 


We did not cut any timber or plant any trees because time was spent 
pruning, weeding, and thinning two acres in the lot. For this work 
the Chapter received $98.00 from the Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
eram. 
re) 


To demonstrate proper drainage of woodland roads, three types of 
culverts were placed in our main project roadway. Under the super- 
vision of Robert Breck, Hillsboro County Forester, a sixteenth acre 
experimental plot has been laid out. From this plot records will be 
maintained to show annual growth of trees and the responding of 
trees to timber improvement by proper pruning and thinning. 


The Chapter purchased a chain saw, three pruning saws, and some 
small tools from its income this year. 


An article concerning our Forestry Project was printed in the Fall 
edition of Forest Notes published by the Society for the Protection of 
New Hampshire Forests. 


Approximately 60 hours of class time was spent in the woodlot. 
There were 80 free hours of labor donated by members of the Chap- 
ter and 16434 hours of paid labor totaling $175.75 paid out. 


In 1959 we plan to plant 500 more red pine seedlings and have 
signed up with the ACP for two more acres of pruning and thinning. 
Again only pulp and cordwood will be realized from the project next 
year since the work will be pruning and thinning in new areas of the 
lot. Such areas which have been worked, and those planned to be 
worked, are recorded on maps kept in our project files.

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Finance Committee Report 


The Finance Committee has discussed all the items in the 
Town and School Budgets, and also the Articles in their War- 
rants with the various officials concerned before making its 
recommendations. 

We express our thanks for the pleasant cooperation that we 
have received. 

Mr. Merrill J. Todd is the new member of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 


TOWN WARRANT ARTICLES 

1 through 3. Recommend all items as printed. 

4. Recommend ‘This is a necessary appropriation if we are 
to receive money for our roads under the Town Road Act. 

5. Recommend This is the third year that this Article has 
appeared in the Warrant and if it is approved, it will mean that 
there will be a total of $300 in the Trust Fund to be used: to 
finance the Bi-Centennial celebration. 

6. Do Not Recommend Although we have subscribed to this 
service in the past years, we seriously question what actual benefit 
New Boston has derived from this expenditure, and therefore do 
not approve. 

7. Recommend ‘There is still some money in this account, 
but this Committee feels that a small appropriation each year 
is insurance against what could happen but what we hope and 
pray will never happen. 

8. Recommend ‘The trees around the Common were sprayed, 
and some pruning also was done this past year. This treatment 
of the trees is certainly very noticeably worthwhile particularly 
when compared to the elms that have not been sprayed. 

Many property owners are having their elms sprayed at their 
own expense as a help toward preserving their own graceful 
shade trees. 

9. Do Not Recommend Because of the increasing high tax 
burden, this Committee does not think it wise to appropriate 
this sum of money to be put in the Capital Reserve Fund. 

10. Recommend We realize that not much can be done 
with this small appropriation, but feel that it is a start in the 
right direction, and that we should give it at least a year’s trial. 
Our Fire Department and Selectmen would work with the New 
Hampshire Forestry and Recreation Commission in administer- 
ing this fund. 

11. Recommend The Caterpillar Grader which the Town of 
New Boston now owns is still in satisfactory condition, but we 
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are faced with the fact that within a couple of years it will 
have practically no trade-in value because the Caterpillar Com- 
pany is planning to discontinue this small model in 1959. 


The Austin-Weston Grader, Series 100, is the one which this 
Committee has considered with the Road Agent and the Select- 
men. This grader with a General Motors motor, cab, defroster, 
heater, and torque controls is priced at $20,060.00. The snow- 
plow, a fourteen-foot wing blade, and a bulldozer attachment are 
not included in this price, but the total cost of these three items 
would be very nearly balanced by the trade-in value of our pres- 
ent grader. ‘This grader comes with four-wheel drive and four- 
wheel steering which would give us a piece of equipment with 
which we could both grade the roads and plow snow on our 
hills. 

This machine can be financed over a period of ten years 
($21,000.00 to be borrowed on notes); $2,100.00 to be paid off 
each year on the principal. The interest charges would be at 
214% for the first five years, and the remaining five years at 
3%; making the total interest charges $3,307.50. 

This Committee thinks that it would be a wise and economical 
move to go ahead with this purchase while we still have some 
trade-in value on our present grader. 

12. Recommend. 


13. Recommend Every spring many of our hard-surfaced 
roads develop long cracks which have to be repaired. The Road 
Agent has assured this Committee that with the aid of a tar 
kettle, it will be possible to repair these breaks at a small cost, 
and by doing so, eliminate the more costly task of retarring 
the entire surface as we are faced with doing under our present 
system. 

14. Do Not Recommend With the purchase of the tar kettle, 
this appropriation should not be necessary this year. 

15.. No Comment The policy has been that the Finance 
Committee does not act on articles in which there are no monies 
involved. 


16 through 19. Recommend. 


SCHOOL WARRANT ARTICLES 


We recommend Articles | through 7. 

8. Recommend ‘The proposed budget includes twenty-six 
items. Fourteen of these items call for an increase, four items 
show a decrease, and six remain the same. Some of these items 
show a fixed increase and must be accepted. 

Teachers’ salaries, transportation, books and other expenses of 
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instruction show a very marked increase this year, and probably 
will increase each year. 

This is a staggering budget for our Town to assume, but after 
discussing in detail each item in the budget with the School 
Board, we could find no place where a substantial cut could be 
made and still maintain the minimum standards of education 
recommended by the State Board of Education.

If the School District is to arrive at a 
solution to the present problem, this Committee strongly advises 
the hiring of a trained educational consultant. We feel that 
this is about the only way in which the School District will 
obtain an impersonal report of the facts, and an unbiased solu- 
tion to our school problem.

The meeting was called to order at 7:30 P.M. and the School War- 
rant read by the Moderator, Roland Sallada. 


A motion was made by Mrs. Rheba Locke and seconded by Clarence 
Boulter that Articles 1, 2, 3, 4 and 7 be taken up at this time, to be 
followed by Articles 6, 5, 9, 11, 8, 10 and 12. The motion was carried by 
Voice Vote and the polls were opened for balloting. 


Article 6. A motion was made by Mrs. Mildred Colbert and sec- 
onded by Mrs. Rheba Locke that the reports of agents, auditors and 
officers of the District be approved as printed in the Town Report, 
subject to errors in printing. It was so voted in the afhrmative. 


Article 5. A motion was made by F. L. Moss and seconded by C. A. 
Gould that the salaries of the School Board and other officers of the 
district remain as of the current year, which amounts have been in- 
cluded in the budget of the School Board.

$2,200.00 as a deficiency appropriation as recommended by the State 
Tax Commission in its report of August 2, 1956. It was so voted in 
the affirmative. 


Article 11. A motion was made by Mrs. Rheba Locke and seconded 
by F. L. Moss that the District vote to accept the services of a helping 
teacher for Supervisory Union No. 19, in accordance with RSA Chap- 
ter 189, Sections 44 and 47, as amended by Chapter 338, Laws of 
1955, and Chapter 320, Laws of 1957 and to share in the salary and 
travel with the other districts in the Union for that portion of salary 
and travel in excess of the $2,500 to be received annually from the 
State Treasurer. It was so voted in the affirmative. 


Article 8. It was moved by Mrs. Rheba Locke and seconded by 
F. L. Moss that the district raise and appropriate the sum of $102,- 
325.50 for the support of schools, for the salaries of school district

To the School Board and Citizens of New Boston: 
It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual report as your 
superintendent. 
Enrollments and Faculty 


Pupil enrollment has remained fairly constant during the past few 
years and a study of our projected enrollment for the next five years 
shows little appreciable gain for any year. However, the distribution 
of pupils on some grade levels will pose problems if we are to achieve 
desirable educational results. 


This year has seen a change of four teachers in the teaching staff. 
When this change is added to the twenty different staff changes in 
the past five years and forty during the last ten years, a serious de- 
ficiency in our schools at once becomes apparent; namely, a stable 
faculty. The following changes in the staff have occurred since last 
summer: Edward Currier replaced Carl Van deBogart as principal. 
Paul Murray replaced Elinore Coucouvitis. Yolande Marshall and 
Florence Stevens were assigned as the Commercial teacher and as an 
additional elementary teacher, respectively. Vincent Ferdinando was 
appointed as a part time music teacher. 


Contributing causes for these changes are low salaries, split or 
divided grades, increased enrollments, insufficient and inadequate in- 
structional tools and a lack of citizen appreciation of teachers’ services. 


Elementarywise this excessive teacher turnover should be halted, as 
the fundamentals of the entire learning process are located within 
these grades. It requires time for a teacher to become acclimated be- 
fore she may give a full capacity of teacher efficiency. 


A sincere tribute may be offered to the people who were successful 
in accomplishing the construction of the elementary schools, as mod- 
ern, clean buildings are a basic necessity if a school system is to prove 
effective. 


The high school situation has been a recognized problem for a long 
time, as mention of a consolidated or cooperative school was made 
in the Town Report of 1947! Small high schools are more expensive, 
less efficient and cannot provide for the type of education which we 
desire for our children. Because of the size of the school and its seri- 
ously restricted curriculum, many subjects cannot be offered and thus 
many students either drop out of high school or lose interest. The 
percentage of students who entered New Boston High School and 
either dropped out of school or transferred before graduation over 
the last six years varies from 14% to 69% per year! 


Accomplishments 


Much has been accomplished this past half year. The employment 
of Mr. Spiro Anastos as a Helping Teacher on a Union Basis has been 
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a factor in bringing about correlation and improved teaching efficiency 
on all grade levels. Adequate instructional tools have been provided 
for our students in order to correct existing deficiencies and the new 
budget includes more facilities which are still urgently needed if we 
are to provide even a minimum standard of education. Existing in- 
structional deficiencies cannot be corrected during any one year, there- 
fore multiple year plans have been established and priority given to 
those items of greatest importance. A routine standardized testing 
program has been established which will aid in evaluating our stu- 
dents’ work and the curriculum. A full time commercial teacher and 
an additional elmentary teacher, and a part time music instructor 
were added to the staff. The teachers are in the process of studying 
and evaluating the curriculum and it is hoped that curriculum guides 
in all subjects and in each grade will be in every teacher’s hands a 
year from this fall, as an aid to more efficient teaching. The high 
school curriculum was improved by requiring a course in science and 
mathematics of each student before graduation. 


Our Needs 


The most serious need exists in the grade 7-12 area, both in housing 
and curricula. As the inadequacy of a small high school becomes more 
and more apparent as measured both by the school’s inefficient cur- 
riculum and financial costs, it is clear that the solution is either one 
of consolidation or tuition for these grades. Consolidation through the 
cooperative high school plan would undoubtedly benefit us more as we 
would be able to have voting representation in regards to sites, con- 
struction, equipment, curriculum, etc., for the new building. Due to 
local situations and the condition of the high school plant and its 
numerous inadequacies, the best solution would seem to be a coopera- 
tive schoo] district for grades 7-12. Your superintendent has included 
grades 7 and 8 in the category, as a study of projected enrollments 
within the next 5 years indicates that these grades will be large and 
to be accommodated on a local level, an additional building would 
be required. In a larger school, pupils have the opportunity for better 
course selection, access to more instructional tools and equipment, 
better trained, qualified and stable faculties and, through educational 
grouping of the students and adjusting the curriculum to individual 
differences, more efficient results will be obtained. 

The educational advantages of a cooperative school are many and 
completely overshadow those which could be realized by building our 
own high school. Dr. Conant’s report on “A Study of the American 
High School” does categorically state that any high school with less 
than 100 members in its graduating class is too small if it is to ade- 
quately serve the educational needs of its community. We have less 
than 90 enrolled in our entire High School! 

The practicability of sending grades 7-12 to other towns on a 
tuition basis should be studied and comparative costs made both on 
a financial and educational basis. 
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Included in the present school warrant is an article requesting a 
sum of money to be raised to hire an educational consultant to study 
future enrollments, town growth, and to make an impartial evalua- 
tion of the local schools by a staff of qualified experienced experts. He 
will then submit his recommendations to the citizens for their final 
approval. The consultant’s recommendation may be in two parts: 
one, a solution to solve our educational needs now and for the next 
five years; two, an alternate plan which may be used if the preferred 
solution proves to be too expensive. ; 


Because of New Boston’s existing school debt and tax rate, I feel 
it is advisable to give favorable consideration to the proposed study 
since the town cannot afford impractical and unproductive spending 
in the future. 


The urgency of our problem is acute and decisions cannot be post- 
poned indefinitely. The postponement of these decisions will not only 
seriously affect the future growth of New Boston, as any town with 
an inferior high school will not attract desirable citizens, but will 
affect the educational welfare of our children. Your superintendent 
cannot conceive of delaying action upon these school issues any longer. 

New Boston may have as good an educational system as the citizens 
are willing to support. 


May I take the opportunity to thank the School Board and citizens 
of New Boston for their cooperation and I hope that we will merit 
your continued interest, cooperation and support in the future.
